The interview, by its positive tone as 
well as by the nature of its contents, 
seems to support the widespread belief 
that the Queen has been the chief force 
influencing King Constantine to serve 
German interests by a neutrality policy. 
The Greek Parliament has expressed its 
opposition to this policy, and its wish to 
fulfill the treaty obligations of Greece 
to Servia, but the King hag stood firm, 
and is awaiting the popular vote next 
month, in which the issue will be the 
sovereign’s policy against that of Ven- 
izelos. 

The interview was obtained at the 
summer palace near Athens at a time 
which is not stated, and the writer says 
that she obtained the interview as a cor- 
respondent, and for the avowed purpose 
of publication. The Queen, she says, 
seemed to her to be saying only the 
things she would say to anybody and to 
be expressing opinions which she was 
ready and willing to avow to the world. 
A part of the interview follows: 

“My poor mother!’’” she said. 
“Three wars she has lived through, 
and what she must have suffered! 
I was born in the midst of the last 
one, more than 40 years ago. And 
now my brother has been compelled 
to meet this terrible thing! Can 
anybody tell me why the English 
should have started it? What reason 
was there? And what can they ever 
hope to gain by it? More than a year 
now they have been at it, and what 
have they done? All you need do is 
to look at the map. 

Has Seen Three Wars in Greece, 

“Three wars in Greece I have seen, 
too,’’ she continued. ‘‘Kverybody one 
loves is in this war, you know, in 
constant danger. Isn't there room 
enough in the world for all’’’ 

It is not possible for me to answer 
anything.- She spoke of German kul- 
tur and the way the very word has 
been ridiculed in the foreign and 
anti-German press. r 

‘“‘But it is the most perfect thing 
conceivable,” she exclaimed, ‘and 
the world will have to accept it 
sooner or later whether it wants to 
or not. It is the product of master 
minds working for the good of the 
whole; jt is a thing established, not 
to be destroyed. 

“Look at Germany. Look at Ger- 
many’s army. Nothing was ever so 
extraordinary, as the system that 
makes it possible now for Germany to 
meet this frightful crisis without the 
slightest disturbance of individual . 
Well-being within her own borders. 

“Everything has been thought of 
and provided for. Think of the hos- 
pital system alone and the treatment 
given to the wounded and sick. Ger-

Every- 
body’s welfare is thought of, and the 
organization is so complete that not 
anything has been left to chance. It 
is all for the. good of the people. 
They are happy, prosperous and 
gfrong. Each man for himself, if you 
like, but every man working con- 
sciously for the good cf the State. 
That is what Kultur means—organi- 
zation and a perfect adjustment of 
the details of life. It is a Kultur 
which all peoples will have to ac- 
cept.” 

“When will it end, your majesty?” 
I asked. 

“Oh,’’ she replied, “if I only Knew! 
And the worst of it is, one can't 
even get letters from home. Five 
days only it used to take, but now 

it is 17 days to Berlin and 17 days back 

—34 days for an answer to a letter. 

It is a long time.’’ 

The interviewer described the Queen's 
costume as a plain gray skirt, with a 
black silk sweater over a lacy sort of 
blouse. A string of pearls ani diamonds 
was around her neck and her hair, 
which is slightly tinged with gray, 
“was arranged in a fashion that sug- 
gested a habitual view to the becom- 
ing adjustment of a diadem.”’ 


Thinks America Wonderful. 
The Queen spoke of ‘‘your’ wonderful 


America” as a place which she would 
zo to see, were it not so far away. She 
praised the beauty of American country 
homes and American colonial archi- 
tecture and said she had many photo- 
graphs of the White House, which she 
considered very beautiful. She spoke 
of “Greek New York’’ as having one- 
half the population of Athens, and said 
those who returned from America to 
Greece always came back better men. 

Speaking of her philanthropic’ en- 
deavors, the Queen remarked on the 
many things that one could do, “if one 
cnly had money.” ‘But money,” she 
added, ‘‘is so very hard to get. I have 
to resort to bazars and tag days and 
all manner of small devices, even to 
keep my children’s hospital going, and 
the results are always small in com- 
parison with the effort and trouble such 
affairs cost.’’ The military hospitals, 
she explained, are not available for 
the civil population, and even the med-

tour was not wholly a success, owing 
to American sympathy for the Boers, 
and to differences with his manager. 
He returned to Sngland to take his seat 
in Parliament, to which he had been 
elected in his second campaign. He 
made his maiden speech in May, 1901, 
in reply to Lloyd-George, who had at- 
tacked the behavior of Bri‘ish soldiers 
in South | Africa. 

He became a member of the Ministry 
when the Liberals went int- power in 
195, and was taken into the Cabinet in 
1908. In 1911 he became First Lord of the 
Admiralty, and had. conspicuous quar- 
rels with Admiral Lord Charles Beres- 
ford and with Lord Northcliffe, pro- 
prietor of the Daily Mail. He was ac- 
credited with greatly increasing te effi- 
ciency of. the navy and with plating it 
in a state.of preparedness for war. 

It was Churchill who, in the fall of 
1913, proposed the ‘naval holiday”’ plan, 
for a ceSsation of battleship building, 
which was rejected by Germany. 

Churchill's statements, in parliamen- 
tary speeches and public addresses, 
since the war commenced, have 
abounded in epigrams, which have come 
back at their author, with the force of 
boomerangs, when subsequent events 
have failed to bear them out. 

The “rats in a hole’ remark is the 
most famous of these unhappy utter. 
ances. In a speech in Liverpool, Sept. 
21, 1914, Churchill said he had hoped the 
German navy would come out and figh: 
the British fleet openly, but that {if the 
Germans did not come out and fight 
they would be ‘‘dug out like rats in a 
hole.”’ 

British“ Aircraft as “Hornets.” 

In another of Churchill's similes. the 
British aeroplane fleet was compare’ 
to a nest of hornets, who would “‘sting” 
the Zeppelins if the opportunity were 
given. In an interview in Paris, he de- 
clared that, if Russia and France should 
not continue the war, England would 
fight on alone. 

In the spring of 1913, London papers 
reported that Churchill had been robbed, 
in a gaming house on the Riviera, of 50 
pounds sterling, and, more important. 
of valuable secret naval plans. A band 
of spies was said to have accomplished 
the theft. 

Churchill's visit to the Kaiser, in 191°. 
has been recalled in view of more recent 
events. On that occasion’ Churchill 
viewed the. German army maneuvers 
and the Kaiser was photographed tn the 
act of pointing out various strategic 


‘movements to his guest.

The text of the message, skeletonized 
and somewhat garbled as it was re 
ceived from American Consul Mason at 
Algiers, was as follows: 

“Cecile Greil, intelligent, impartial 
witness, deposition not conclusive as to 
whether any effort was made to escape 
by Ancona. First intimation danger 
when she was in dining saloon. Dis- 
turbance on deck, stoppage, or blowing 
of whistle, followed shortly by shots 
which struck vessel. Testimony preuss2 
(probably means proves) that bombard- 
tmnent lasted 45 minutes and was con- 
tinued after vessel had stopped, killing 
and wounding many persons. She saw 
destruction vessel by torpedo; saw red 
and white flag and six cannon on sub 
marine. Knows nothing as to other 
Americans. 

‘Information Algiers and Bizerta con- 
sidered to demonstrate conclusively that 
13 vessels were sunk from .3d to 7th of 
November’ by submarines, going from 
Gibraltar toward -Aneona.’”’

DESTRUCTION OF BIRDS SAID TO 
COST $1,000,000,000 YEARLY 


President of Sportsmen's League Says 
Slaughter Is Responsible for Boll 
Weevil’s Ravages. 
CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Destruction of 
birds costs the United States $1.000,000,000 
a year, Col. G..C, Shields, president of 
the League of American Sportsmen, told 
the Chicago Chapters of the Daughters 

of the American Revolution. 

“Cotton growers,’’ he said, ‘‘lose $100,- 
060,000 a year by the boll weevil. Why? 
Because the quails, the prairie chickens, 
the meadow larks and other birds which 
were formerly there in :rillions, have 
Leen swept away. 

The chinch bug costs wheat growers 
another $100,000,000, he said, and the 
hessian fly $200,000,000. 

“It takes more than 24,000 chinch bugs 
to welgh an ounce, and nearly 5,000 hes- 
sian flies to weigh the same,”’ continued 
the speaker. “A quail killed by an ex- 
pert in Ohio had in jfs craw 1200 chinch 
bugs. Another killed in a Kansas wheat 
fiela had 2000 hessian flies.’’

The de- 
cision of Counselor Daues today is ex- 
pected to end this fight. Hugo Wurdack, 
president of the Development Co., said 
today that wires will be strung. in many 
West End streets as rapidly as permits 
are issued, and service to residents with- 
in reach will be supplied from the com- 
pan:’s plant at Wellston. 

Wurdack said his company was a sub-

Wurdack said the stockholders who 
control his company are David May and 
Moses Shoenberg, partners in the Ia- 
mous-Barr Dry Goods Co., and other 
local investors, among which he himself 
is the largest individual shareholder.

The sources of supply at present are 
the Western Power and Light Co., «at 
Wellston, the Cupples Station Light, 
Heat and Power Co. plant at Ninth and 
Spruce streets, and the Light and De- 
velopment Co., central plant on St. 
Charles street, near Seventh, which now 
lights the Railway Exchange Building, 
its principal customer. 

The company was organized in 1907, 
and has in addition to its paid-up capi- 
tal stock of $1,500,000, a surpius of $1,509,-

KINSEY WANTS 
PUBLC GUIDANCE 
ON PARK CHANGES 


Presidént of Service Board Fa- 
vors Hearing on New Lindell 
Entrance, 


President Kinsey of the Board of Pul- 
lic Service. which must formaily approve 
the Cunliff design for a new Lindel: 
entrance to Forest Park before the 
Park Commissioner’s plan can be car- 
ried out, told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today that the question was ot such im- 
portance to the geneeral public that it 
should be givén the widest publicity at 
public hearings. A date for a public 
hearing, he said, probably will be fixed 
by the board when it meets tomor- 
row. 

President Kinsey said he had not seen 
the Cunliff design, and had not given 
it any consideration so far, as he had 
been out of town when it was presente’ 
informally to several board members laat 
Thursday. 

“IT do not know whether it is good or 
bad,” he said. “If it is a good thing. 
the general public would be 


the plan has merit, it should be of sut- 

ficfnent merit to appeal to the judc- 
ment and taste of almost anyone.” 
Wants Views of Public. 

The board, Kinsey said, would be’ glad 


sion, as well as that of any citizen. 
He would not state whether the board 
would be guided by the recommenda- 
tions of either the art or the plan com- 
missions. 

“I understand the entrance scheme 
was designed by the Park Commission- 
er, with the aid of Thomas P. Barnett, 
the architect, and George R. Kessler, 
the lamdscape architect,’ Kinsey said. 
He expressed confidence in the judg- 
ment of Barnett and Kessler. 

Kinsey ‘asserted he did not believe 
Commissioner Cunliff hadi any in- 
tention of trying to rush through 
his design without its being taken 
up at a public hearing. Commissioner 
Cunliff, in. announcing his plan last 
week to newspaper reporters, gave 
the idea that his design, which was 
secretly drawn, had been formally 
approved by the Boarj of ~-Public 
Service and that all that remained 
to be done was to begin the work 
of constructing the new entrance 
without further public consideration. 

Investigation by a Post-Dispatch 
reporter yesterday disclosed that the 
Ctinliff design never hai been for- 
mally approved by the board, or even 
presented to it at a board meeting. 
Commissioner Cunliff thereupon an- 
nounced to a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he..would request public hear- 
ings on the plan, in view of the 
considerable opposition which had 
been voiced against his design, ani 
the fact that the Art and Plans Com- 
mission -desired to pass upon it. 

The Post-Dispatch, on Oct. 20, gave 
the first ‘public information that the 
Park Commissioner had been secretly ai 
work drawing plans for a new Lindell 
entrance to Forest Park. A general out- 
line of the plan was printed that day, 
although the Park Commissioner said 
the plan was not to be announced until 
later. In an editorial on Oct. 21 the 
Post-Dispatch demanded a putiic hear- 
ing on the Cunliff plan, pointing out 
tnat any changes made there were im- 

portant from both a traffic and an 
esthetic standpoint. 

A resolution opposing the Cunliff 
entrance plan has been adopted by 
the St. Louis Chapter of the American 
Institute of Architects. The resolu- 
tion follows: 

“The members of the chapter de- 
plore the publication in the public 
press by city officlals of scheme of 
changes in city plan conditions, no 
matter how meritorious they may be, 
before these schemes have been sub- 
mitted to: the committees quly ap- 
pointed to consider them, namely, the 
City Plan Commission and the Muni- 
cipal Art Commission. The members 
of the chapter refer particularly to 
the proposed change of the Lindell 
boulevard entrance to Forest Park,

An officer of high rank in the 
United States army, whose name can-

This officer 
has closely followed the movements 
of the armies, as well as the political 
strategy of both sides.

It is obvious that Germany and Aus- 
trina have not encugh men on their long 
eastern front new to dv what they want 
te do in Russia.

If any such campaign were un- 
dertaken, I doubt very much if the al- 
lies would aitempt to stop it. It ob 
viously would weaken «he lines of the 
central Powers to a marked. extent, and 
yreat Britain, France, Italy and Rus- 
ia would be much more likely to keep 
their fighting units at home and  _n- 
deavor, by a concerted campaign, to 
smash their enemies on all: sides, than 
to despatch large armies to head off 
an eccentric campaign against the Suez 
Canal, Egypt or Indla. 

If Great Britain should lose the Suez 
Canal she could move troops around the 
Cape of Good Hope, and in the near fu- 
turé, through the Panama Canal], which 
is certain to be open for traffic again 
in the not-distant future, As a mill- 
tary proposition,. a campaign against 
the Suez Canal would not be vortb 
Germany's while, while other routes 
are open to England and her allies. 

Railways Aid Central Powers. 

The greit advantage of the central 
Powers to dcte has been the network 
of magnificent railroads which has en- 
ablea them to move large bodies of 
troops quickly and to keep supplies 
mvuving smoothly at all times to all 
points on their long battle lines. 

German and Austrian officials recog: 
nize this advantage as readily as mill- 
tary men on the outside. Therefore, 
why dissipate their strength?

ties that beset the latter route.

Naval Officials to Study Offers on 
f‘Wo Dreadnaughts Before Deciding 
to Undertake Construction. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Whether

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SALARY GRAB FAILS. 

“The papers set forth no cause for action,” 
said the Supreme Court in throwing out the suit 
of members of the last House of Delegates for 
increased pay after the new charter took effect.

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FIXED CHARGES OF COUNTY HIGHWAYS. 

St. Louis County is estimated to have 600 miles 
of improved rock or gravel roads. The number 
of automobiles using them often runs as high as 
10,000 on a pleasant Sunday. 

The result is a huge annual repair-bill. None 
of the ordinary forms of macadam can with- 
stand any such tremendous traffic.; The surface 
is beaten into dust which blows away, exposing 
the edges of large stones below or forming de- 
pressions which the passage of thousands of 
wheels speedily turns into deep holes. The main- 
tenance of improved roads not farther than five 
miles from the city limits is costing the taxpayers 
of thé county in round numbers $500 a mile a 
year. Maintenance of roads beyond the five-mile 
distance costs $300 a mile. 

This good-roads fixed charge is too large. The 
problem of reducing it is the same as that in 
the case of other enterprises burdened by ex- 
cessive fixed charges. .- Investment must be en- 
larged to provide for cost-saving improvements 
that will yield better results. 

It is precisely with this purpose in view that 
the $3,000,000 bond issue for permanent highways 
is urged. The road construction that is entirely 
satisfactory in counties remote from any large 
city is inadequate to the exacting conditions for 
which provision must be made in St. Louis Coun- 
ty Highways with ~ harder, more enduring sur- 
face will cost more than macadam, but the repair 
bill for a considerable term of years will be small 
and, once built, such roads can be resurfaced for 
a moderate outlay. 

The present repair bill will in 10 years’ tima 
amount to enough to build such roads. In other 
words, by forestalling with the $3,000,000 bond 
issue the repairs of 10 years, roads vastly super- 
ior to any now in the county can be made avail- 
able in the next year. The superiority of this 
plan to the present arrangement is manifest. i 
bond project should be rushed.

He is charged with fraud in France in connee- 
tion with the supply of rifles to the Belgian Gov- 
ernment. Nor would we be surprised to hear 
that he has a suit case of dynamite, a kit of 
burglars’ tools, and a bundle of contraband pa- 
pers, secret codes, incriminating messages, and 
all that sort of thing, just to thicken the plot.

REPORTED 10 Bt

Barnes, Penrose, Root and 
Others Want Convention 
Held Elsewhere. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—Congressman 
Bartholdt’s statement that he found 
no members of the Republican Na- 
tional Committee to be pledged to 
Chicago, and the knowledge that for- 
mer President Taft is favorable to 
St. Louis, caused no surpfise to the 
members of the Chicago committee 
that is working to bring the Repub- 
lican convention to Chicago. 

William Barnes of New York, Sen- 
ator Boies Penrose of Pennsylvania, 
former Senator Elihu Root and other 
“standpat” leaders, in addition to 
former President Taft, have been op- 


criticism heaped on them during the 
1912 convention by newspapers which 
were supposed to be Republican. 
They were jolted by the expression 
of public opinion that followed the 
“steam roller’s’ ride over the oppo- 
sition to them. They have been free 
in their statements that they prefer 
to have the 1916 convention in some 
other city, 

In spite of this opposition, the 
Chicago committee has in its posses- 
sion letters from 30 of the 52 nation- 
al committeemen expressing a pref- 
erence for Chicago. Barnes igs said 
to have made the statement that he 
believed Chicago would get the con- 
vention because its June and July 
weather was better than St. Louis 
weather in those months. 

“Most of the letters favorable to 
Chicago are from Central, Southern 
and Western states,” said one mem- 
ber of the Chicago committee. 


Mere Than Half Funds Needed to 
Bring Conventions, Here Subscribed. 
More than half of the $200,000 needed 
to bring the Democratic and Republican 
national conventions to St. Louis hext 
year has been subscribed, Business 
Men's League officials said today. 
Mayor Kiel sent in a pledge of $100. 
The 35 ushers at Union Station sub- 
scribed $1 each. As they depend on 
travelers’ tips for the handling of baz- 
gage, they believe the holding of one 
or both conventions here would be 
profitable to them. 

The commission men have subscribed 
$1000, the architects $150, the dairy sup. 
ply concerns $250 and the surety bon1 
companies $100. Hundreds of small sub- 
scriptions, ranging from $1 up, are being 
constantly received. 

Former Congressman Bartholdt, who 
has been campaigning among Repub- 
lican leaders in behalf of St. Louis, has 
received this letter from former Presi- 
dent Taft at New Haven, Conn.: 

“I do not wish to take a prominent 
part in the fight ower the convention, but 
it would gratify me very much to have 
it go to St. Louis, and if I can reach our 
national committeemen I shall be glad 
to do so.” 

Conventions Committee members 
said nothing had given them more 
encouragement in their fight than 
this letter from Taft. They value the 
Support of a former President, twice 
the nominee of his party, as of great 
importance. 

H. L. Remmel of Little Rock, Repub- 
lican National Committeeman for Ar- 
kansas, stopped in St. Louis today on 
his honeymoon, and told the officers of 
the Business Men’s League that he 
would favor St. Louis because of its 
geographical location, and because of 
the strength which no coubt the Mis- 
souri Republican party would gain by 
the convention being held here.

WAR SPECIALTIES 
ARE IRREGULAR; 
RAILS ARE FIRM 


Speculative Currents Cross in the 
Wall Street Market; Ex- 
change Is Higher. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—The Evening 
Post, in its copy righted financial review 

today, says 

“The continued rapid recovery in ex- 
change on London was again the note- 
worthy incident of today. At this after- 
noon’s rate of 4.68% the market stood a 
full cent above yesterday’ 8s top price, 
reached in the day’s later hours, 3%c 
higher than a week ago, and 7c above 
the rate of Nov. 1, the lowest since the 
Anglo-French loan was floated. Interest 
will chiéfly center now on evidence as 
to what pegged price the managers’ 
of the London bankers’ credit have de- | 
cided on. Evidently the arbitrary level, 
whatever it may be, had not yet been | 
reached today. 

“Exchange moved as favorably to 
Paris as to London, but the rate on Ber- 
lin slipped down again, running within 
a small fraction of the low ieve 
time, The market advance of Scan- 
dinavian exchange—which. today, after 
a prolonged mov egnent in favor of the 


» foreign market, got to much the highest 


figure since the eginning of the war— 
attracted natural interest and curiosity. 

“In the recent detailed report of our 
September foreign trade, imports from 
Norway and Sweden combined decreased 
substantially, whereas our exports to 
them were three or four times what they 
were even in September, 1913. 

industrial Stocks Active. 

“Activity in the stock market con- 
tinued to be greatest in the indutrial 
Shares, but at the expense of values. 
In the war munitions stocks a process 
of more or less constant liquidation 
seemed still to be under way~—whicn 
Shows how much and how little of a 
genuine influence in the recent market 
tor these shares the European peace 
rumors actually were, 

“On the other hand, prices of the 
railway shares advanced again, in a 
gradual and deliberate rather than im- 
pulsive way. The overhanging influ- 
ence of European liquidation in these 
shares seemed for the time to be quite 
offset by the statements ef curreént 
earnings now coming to hand. The ma- 
jority of the weekly gross returns are 
running not only above last year, but 
beyond 1918 as well. 

‘There could hardly be said to be ac- 
tive speculation in these railway shares, 
however. For that particular amuse- 
inent, Wall street devoted itself today 
tu’ the oil shares on the curb—a class of 
stocks unquestionably adapted to such 
activities, in whichever direction they 


move. 
Bank of England’s Report. 

“The Bank of England's statement 
was again distinctly unfavorable. Its 
gold reserve decreased $8,900,000 fur- 
ther during the past week, making a 
total loss of $43,500,000, or 12 per 
cent since the end of September. It 
is not altogether easy to understand 
why the burden of providing gold 
for export still rests so heavily on 
the bank, if it is true, ag the Lon- 
don financial correspondents have 
declared, that a very large available 
sum in gold has been gathered to- 
gether elsewhere than of the bank. 

“Presumably the completion of the 
London bankers’ extensive plans for 

a New York credit, with the resultant 
very rapid recovery in sterling, has 
had some view fo protecting the gold 
of.the Bank of England. In some re- 
spects the operation now under way 
in the market for exchange, resem- 
bles that of 1895 by our own banking 
syndicate, whose transactions in the 
sterling market were primarily de- 
signed to protect from depletion the 
United States Treasury's reserve 
against the Government's ‘tegal ten- 
der notes. 

“The Aye Bank reported an in- 
crease of $5,000,000 gold during the 
past week—almost exactly the same 
rate of increase as in the four pre- 
ot ay weeks. The bank’s receipt of 
gold from the people, in exchange for 
notes during the 20 weeks since the 
people were appealed to, has reached. 
the total sum of $213,000,000, of 
which $40,000,000 was sent to En- 
giand. 

“Increase in the bank’s note circu- 
lation for the week of $4,500,000 is 
considerably less than in other re- 
cent weeks—which would indicate 
that the Government is now obtain- 
ing ere of its war funds from the
